'^aqea' is to theelTect that the li<i:hting 
.tfnteide continues and that a provisional 
Cretan government is being formed. 
The firea have been extinguished. Hy 
far the larger portion of the town is a 
heap of ruins. 

A tluBpaU'h to the Daily News from 
Athena aays tluxt tiie Turks have been 
ijirpelled from Halepa by a strong force, 
and that the Spliakiota or the inliabit- 
unts of the town of Sphakis on the 
southern coast of Crete are enj,'aue(l in a 
des|)erate strugcrle to regain )>osses.sion 
of the place.

Al- 
ready considerable damage has been 
done to property and several persons 
have lost their lives.

CLEVELAND INTER VIE WE D. 

Ministers Cnrtwriglit and Davies Trdk Over 
Matters— Nothing to Be Done at 
Present. 

WAKiti.viiTON, I'^eb. 8. — Sir L'ichard 
Cartwright and Hon. Mr, Daviea, the 
Canadian cabinet ministers now in 
Washington, called on President Cleve- 
land to-day. They were accompanied 
by Secretary OIney, whom they have 
seen several times during their stay 
here. The party were received very 
cordially by the President, and remain- 
ed for half an hour, discussing matters 
incident to their business, 

" The President was very cliatty and 
agreeable," said Mr, Darie.s, one of tlie 
commissioners, "and ehoMcd that ho 
was well versed in matters afl'eoting the 
business interests of adjoining countries. 
The subject of trade relations between 
the two countriea was gone over with 
some detail. The President in the course 
of the conversation pointed out that he 
was merely awaiting the introduction of 
his successor into oflice." 

The commiasioners continue each d 
to sci members of congress to talk over 
with them the buaines.s which ijrongbt 
them here. They report a marked in- 
terest in the object of tlicir visit, and 
say they are received in the kiadeat 
manner. The intimation tfiey have re- 
ceived, however, is that nothing positive 
can be done at llie present lime in 
tlie way of the formation of any trade ar- 
rangements. When they return to Ot- 
tawa tlie commissioners will recommend 
the apnointnient of a commission, to sit 
with a similar commission representing 
the United States, to take into consider- 
ation the matter of trade relations be- 
tween the countries and report to their 
respective governments on tlie advisa- 
bility of reciprocal arrangements.

M. Francois do L'Oncle, the well-known 
anti-British deputy from Castellane, had 
announced his intention of interpellat- 
ing the government upon the action it 
intended to take in view of the defiant 
utterances of Sir Michael Hicka-Beach 
in the British house of commons on Fri- 
day last. M. de L'Oncle to-day asked 
for a statement from the government on 
the references of Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach to France and Russia. The dip- 
lomatic gallery was full and among 
those who listened to a long speech of 
M. de L'Oncle on the eituationj' was Sir 
Edward J. Monson, tlio Britisli ambas- 
sador. 

The minister for foi-eigii alliiire, M. 
Hanatau.x, replying said he was iiiiwill- 
iug to engage in [loleniicg between the 
two [larliameiits which may be theeause 
of regrettable misundorstaniling.s. Hut 
the utterances ol Sir Michael flicks- 
ISeacli did not tend towartis a solution of 
pending international iiiiestioiis, for 
(.ireat llritain hail accei)ted the jiroposi- 
tion of defending tlu' case (thai, oi tlia 
Caiese of tlie lOgyptian debt lo tidvaiicu 
the funds necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the Anglo-J^gyptian expedition 
to Dougola) before the mixed tribunal at 
Alexandria. Why then should slie en- 
deavor to discredit its jurisdiction, 
wliich, Mr. Hanotaux stated, was ap- 
proved by all Europe? 

The Soudan expedition gravely con- 
cerned the future of Egyptian finances, 
and h"r;tiice as one of the trustees of 
lOgyj)! had the right toask that this side 
of "the c|ui;stioii he carefully examined. 
Many times had Egypt sunk eiioririous 
sums in ex ]ieilitione into the .Soiidiin, 
and it was the niinotis ell'orts to cominer 
the Soudan and .Vbyasitiia wliich had 
compelled iMiropeaiis to iiitervein;. The 
French government had therefore felt 
it was its duty to warn Egyi)t that she 
was embarking i" an eiitcriirise which 
might a(;ain lead to a financial deficit. 

In conclusion, JI. Idanotaux eaiil lie 
was convinced, in view of the delicate 
situation existing in Europe at the pres- 
ent moment, that everyone should agree 
that notliing sliould be done to disturb 
the concert of the powere,bat at tiie same 
time lie felt it incumbeht upon him to 
declare that as regards Kgyjit, notliing 
had been changed on the international 
view point, uor was there any change in 
the resolute attitude of France in these 
motters. The subject was then dropped.

Str. " Pelican " Arrives From Yo- 
koliama— Seized Sealers Trans- 
ferred by Naval Authorities. 



A Considerable Fleet for Tliis Port 
—Long Passage— Entries and 
Clearances. 



Leproay, not aiiiallpos, Wiia discovered 
on bo;ircl the tnvinp steainship Pelican, 
after a rigid examination given the ves- 
eel by the quaiautine officials upon her 
arrival from the Orient yesterday morn- 
ing. The vessel is under special charter 
to the Northern PaciSc Steiuiiship Com- 
papy and brinps a big freight, but no 
passengers. The case of leprosy was no- 
ticed in a Chinese fireman, whose face 
-waa spotted and whose general appear- 
ance evidenced this plague. Dr. Monti- 
zanibert, auperiiiteudent of Dominion 
quimiiuine, wlio is now visiting the city, 
•Nvaa witli Dc. Watt at the time the ves- 
Bel was inapected and on their instruc- 
tion the leprous Chinaman was sent to 
'^Villiam Head, there to await tlio return 
of the Poliran from the Hound for re- 
transportatioii to Cliiua. Tlie Pelican, 
althougli having only about 70 did tons 
of cargo fur Victoria, will be in port un- 
til eaiiy this morning. She is a slow- 
moving craft and took over twenty 
days to cross the Pacific from 
Yokohama. She encountered good 
■weather almost tlie entire voyage, a 
little foR and mist run into off the Cape 
"being her only disagreeable experience 
on the trip. She is a perfect stranger to 
tbia port, and not since 1803 has she 
flown at her topmast the British colors 
initil her present voyage. The Belgian 
ila^ saperceeJed the original British 
colors for the time mentioned, and dur- 
ing the period she found employment 
principally in the Western ocean, run- 
ning now and again to Buenoa Ayres. 
In earlier days slie waa one of tiie 
freighters which frequently sailed up 
:md down the St. Lawrence. .She is a 
flush-decided veaael, schooner rigged, of 
J,:5'.)8 registered tonnage, and ii.oOO tons 
carrying capacity. She is 325 feet lon^ 
by 27 feet deep by 38 feet beam. 

TK.VN8PERRED TO ESQUIMAI.T. 

Collector A. E. Milne, C.M.G., who 
liaa been the ciiatodiau of the sealing 
Bcboonera Beatriue and Viva since those 
vessels were seized and condemned for 
illegal huiulng in Reliring aeu, to-day 
iVeerf liimaell oi liia charges by transfer- 
iiig the entire property to the naval 
authorities. Yesterday he received a 
rptjueat ironi Commander Xapier, of 
11. S. Wild Swan, the officer now 
temporarily in charge of the Eaquimalt 
station, to have the vessels in readiness 
to be taken around to Esquimult inoor- 
iiiaa. All stores and sealing equipments 
belonging to them go with tbeveasels, 
but jast what will ultimately be done 
with the schooners is not at present 
known. Commander Kapler, it is under- 
Btoud, is followint; instructions from Ad- 
mi ral Palliser in the matter, he being 
now al)3eiit witli the flagBliii) in the 
noigli borliood of (,'onios. As will be re- 
iiienibered, the lieatrice and Viva were 
both oflered at aactiun a lew days ago, 
and it is owi ig lo the inability of the 
officers ol the law to dispose of the 
Bcb^^nerjat that sale that the vessels 
are now being taken over by the naval 
authorities.

Should a soutluvester arise during the 
next twenty-four hours mariners can ex- 
pect a considerable lleet to come up the 
Straits, for according to reports received 
from that locality on .Sunday, over a 
dozen vefiseld wcri' congregated in that 
neighborhood from dillerent parts of tlie 
globe. Two of the lleet, the lOiviron and 
the Doris, arriveti on Sunday in tow of 
the Lorne, The Doris was left in the 
floads, but the Kiviroa was taken on to 
Vancouver, where she loads lumber. 
The Doris is sixty-four days out from 
Iqaiqai and came in ballast seeking.

WATCHING BUTLER. ' 

A Closer Guard Maintained Ovier Australia's 
Champion Homicide. 

Sax Fkancisco, Feb. S. — Newer was a 
criminal more closely watched than But- 
ler, alias Ashe,' the Australian murderer, 
to prevent the possibility of his commit- 
ting suicide. A trusty man is on guard 
near Butler's cell to prevent visitors 
handing him in anything with which he 
might defeat justice by self-destruction. 
U.S. Marshal Baldwin, ia whose cus- 
tody the murderer is, will npt permit 
Butler to be further inspected by the 
public, saying there has been too much 
of museum show business about bis con- 
flnement so far. 

On Saturday Mrs. Eliza Wyse, who 
identified the prisoner as Richard Ashe, 
said she had formerly kept a lodging 
house in Sydney, N.b.VV., and that at 
intervals Ashe ioiiged at her house. She 
said that one night Ashe brought to his 
room a ship's steward. Next morning 
the steward declaretl that he had been 
drugged and robbed of his discharge 
papers and .tin. Ashe had disappeared, 
and the old woman aays she never saw 
him again until she saw him to-day in a 
cell at, tlie city prison. 

The police have received the deposi- 
tion of A. M. 'Spring, a gentleman from 
Australia. Spring states that nine years 
ago he answered an advertisement call- 
ing for a mining partner, and found But- 
le", who wanted him to go prospecting. 
Spring did not have the necessary £10 
to give Hutler in advance, so probably 
saved liis life by his poverty. Butler's 
old shitjniates on the Oliyebank say that 
Butler j)roposed to go in the mining 
partnership " to do up raw ones," as he 
"it.

Formnlly Fruscnted With tlic Special niedal 
ol tlie Roy.-il Geograpliical Society. 

LoN»o;.-, Feb. 8.— There was an im- 
pressive scene at the Boyal Albert Hall 
this evening, when amid the cheering of 
nn audience of about 7,0000 persons, the 
Prince of Wales presented Dr. Nansen, 
the Norwegian explorer, with the special 
medal of thelloyai Geographical Society 
I'larlior in the evening Dr. Nansen dined 
at the Imperial Institute, the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of Vork 
atul many other notables of the 
Royal Cieographical Society being pre 
sent. I'he party then repaired to the 
Koyal Albert Hall, where an immense 
audience awaited them. Dr. Nansen, 
who was accorded a most enthusiastic 
receiftion, delivered his lecture in a 
modest manner and demonstrated his 
subject by photographs on slides which 
had been obtained by himself. At the 
conclusion of the lecture tbe Prince of 
Wales presented him with a gold medal. 
It is the second time only tl at this 
niedal has been given to an exulorer, 
Mr. II. M. Stanley being the first to be 
thus honored. The medal is largo and 
handsome and has in high relief the head 
Dr. Nansen amid a running circle of 
bay leaves. Outside the bay leaves ia 
the inscription: "Presented by the Koyal 
Geographical Society for Arctic Explor- 
ations, 1S93-1S9(;." Dr. Nansen's name 
is lit the back ol the head, and on the re 
verse side ia the Fram in tne ice. Be^ 
iieath the ice is a kyack and an oar 
crossed with bay leaves. A silver re- 
plica was presented to Lieut. Scott 
Hansen, and a replica in bronze was 
Bent to each of the crew.

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THE SPEECH. 

Tho paragraph in the spuech which 
will attract most atteutioQ is that refer- 
ing to aid to " transportation facilities." 
Tlie language is broad enough to cover 
railways, highways and water couiinuni- 
cation, and wo fancy no injustice will be 
done to tlie inteutionsot tlie government 
i£ it is assumed that the general exptes- 
Bion above quoted was used designedly. 
Not only the house but the whole prov- 
ince, and we may add the whoK' Do- 
minion, will await with interest the 
development of the fjovernuiunt's policy 
upon tliis point. Tiiu provincial credit 
btiinds higli and tlie government can 
very properly ask the house to asDCtion 
u measure to provide for liberal aid, 
bat it ia also very clear that the chief 
burden of opening the province ought 
to fall upon the Dominion treasury- We 
expect, therefore, that while the prov- 
ince will be asked to do its eluue, a 
prominent feature of the govemuHTit's 
policy will he the pressing of the claims 
of the province upon the Ottawa miu- 
iatry. 

The Governor was able to congratu- 
late the house upon an increase in the 
revenue. The amount received from or- 
dinary iiourcea during the year, as shown 
by the Auditor-General's report, Waa 
$iJS9,7G5.'22,against$8y(),025.oS in the pre- 
vious year. To this, however, must be 
added $166,313.76 withdrawn from the 
Hinking fund provided in the loans of 
1S77 and 1887. This wittulrawal was 
rendered poasibie by the redemption of 
tlio.-=e loans, as was explained in Ihe 
legislatuie iiist year when the necessary 
statute was passed.

There are 
those who think that if the Dominion 
builds the Crow's Nest Pass railway it 
will have done all that it can reasonably 
be expected to do for British Columbia. 
We shall not stop to discues just now 
how much this line, important though it 
ia, can rightly be called a work for the 
henelit of British Columbia. This is a 
matter that may need to be discussed by 
and bye. At present the point we wiab 
to make ia that granting all that can 
possibly he claimed in this regard, this 
single lino of railroad is by no means 
adequate to the proper opening of this 
province to men of energy and capital. 
Tho people of British Columbia have a 
right to ask that some portion of the vast 
sum which they contribute annually to 
the federal revenue and of tho vaster 
sum which they will contribute in the 
future ahall bo employed in the promo- 
tion of railways and other aids to prc- 
vincial progresa; and this request is 
atrengthened by the indiaputablo propo- 
sition that evorythmg done for British 
Columbia means more for Canada as a 
whole than it does for this province. 



Re.vdehs wlio are interested in the 
military operations now in progress in 
British West Africa will be saved possi- 
ble misconceptions of tho news as it 
comes in if they bear in mind that two 
expeditions are in the field. Ohe of 
these is undertaken by the British gov- 
ernment and is directed again tho Pagan 
tribes near tho Coast. This ia tho 
Benin expedition. The other is tho 
Niipe expedition, is directed against a 
p3werful Mohammedan nation in the 
interior and is under the direction of 
tho British West Africa Company.

A TRAIL TO OMENICA. 

The government will be asked to iii- 
chule in its appropriations this year the 
Bum of ^.3,000 for the opening of a trail 
from Hazelton, on the Skeena, to Ger- 
mansen creek, a branch of the Omenica, 
where about sixty miners are now win- 
tering. There ia no ([iiestion that tlie 
shortest and best route into this part of 
the province, until railway communica- 
tion shall be provided, ia via the Skeena. 
The time required for the transportation 
of goods into the interior ia much less 
than via Asbcroft and Quesnelle, and the 
cost is materially smaller. Goods can be 
taken from any of the Coast 
cities to Fort Simpson and tiience during 
tho season of navigation to Hazelton on 
the Skeena, about 160 miles from the 
sea. Steamers can run to Hazelton for 
between five and six months every year. 
I'rom Hazelton a trail leads across coun- 
try to Baliine lake, a distance of iio 
miles. This is kept open by the Hud- 
son's Bay Co., which receives a grant 
annually from tho government for this 
purpose. At present the route followed 
from Babine lake to North Tacla lake is 
over a difficult piece of country, but a

Tho time-honored form of opening the 
legislature is aometimea a target for 
newspaper --.vits, but after all haa been 
said tho ceremony ia worth retaining. 
It all means something. The man who 
knows the " why " of all the formalities 
observed at the opening of the legisla- 
turo and especially of tliosn when a nesv 
houao lirat meets, is pretty well versed in 
the constitution ot bis country and 
knows now our anceBtora asserted and 
maintained their right of self-govern- 
ment against the encroachments of 
would-be tyrants. 

The house shared with Premier Turner 
in regretting tho impractibility of hold- 
ing the session in the new buildings; 
but it is satisfactory to know that before 
prorogation tho palatial structure of 
stone will likely he formally dedicated 
to legislative uses.

HEAED IN THE HOTELS. 

Deputy Speaker of tbe Dominion Commons 
in Town— Cariboo's Progress. 

What Cariboo needs ia a railway be- 
fore the minerals of that district can be 
developed na they should— this is the 
opinion of Mr. Adams, M.F.P. for that 
part of the province. Even handicapped 
as Cariboo ia in this respect at present, 
considerable attention has been drawn 
to the vast extent of her quartz ledges, 
and there are many properties being 
opened up as well as inuch prospecting 
beinir done. A syndicate representing 
some wealthy French capitalists has 
since last June been quietly picking up 
good ' things here and there and 
now has over thirty men at work 
opening various (juartz ledges. Cariboo's 
immense hydraulic interests are already 
well known to the world, but Mr. Ad- 
ams .says there is yet a large Held for do- 
vel(j|)nu-nt in (juartz, and with tlie in- 
cvtaso in these intereste a railway will 
wirtaiiily be required to take in supplies 
and machinery. 

D. A. Stoddnrt, M.P.P. for ICast l.il- 
looet, thinks he baa good reason to be 
proud of his district and it "won't t:ike 
a back seat to any of them." The cattle, 
from the present outlook, will come 
through the winter well, and the mining 
country will give a good market for all 
the beef that can be raised. 

Mr. L. P. Brodeur, M. P. for Ronville, 
who arrived here on Saturday night, is 
one of the prominent members of the 
Dominion house, for he holds the posi- 
tion of deputy speaker of the Commons. 

" I had buainesa that took me to San 
Francisco," explained Mr. Brodeur, yes- 
terday, " and so Idid not wish to return 
Fast without seeing for myself some- 
thing of British Columbia. I hope on 
uiy way I^aet to sec part of the mining 
country, for wo in the East are taking a 
good deal of interest in your mining de- 
velopment." 

The session of the Dominion house, 
which opens in March, will, Mr. Brodeur 
thinks, be a long one, for the franchise 
act and tbe tarill' will be taken up. The 
Crow's Neat Pass railway will also be 
dealt with. Mr. Brodeur called at Gov- 
ernment House vesterday, was present 
at the opening ol the provincial house 
aud saw as much ot the city as he could 
in the short time at his disposal. 

Mr. ,Toeei)li Wilson, a former resident 
of Victoria, returned to ttiia city on 
Saturday evening last and is staying at 
the Dorahiion. Eleven years ago Mr.. 
Wilson left Victoria for Vancouver, and 
in the great lire soon after lost his all. 
He then left for the Yukon country 
wlu re he has ever since remained, being 
oru! of the few fortunate ones who found 
tlie great northern river generous of its 
gold. Hu is now busy renewing old ac- 
quaintances and attempting to calculate 
the number of the improvements that 
have changed tbe city as he knew it 
eleven years ago into the Victoria of to- 
day. 

FROM FfiOZEN REGIONS. 

Tlie " City of Topeka " lirings First Upper 
Yukon News Tliis Winter- 
Captain Moore. 

The steamship Cily of Toneka got in 
at about '» o'clock and sailed for the 
Sound an hour later, leaving behind only 
a few of a largo number of passengers 
she had on board. 

Jiilly Ash and "Casey" Moran 
reached Circle City in due season with 
the mails aud were the last to arrive up 
tbe date of the party's departure. 
There is a shortage of flonr at Circle 
City and the companies are restricting 
sales to some degree, but there is no 
danger of any hardship arising, as there 
sullici'jnt ti) avert any sull'ering. 
Captain \Villiain Moore, who brings 
the C^anailian iii:iils, is now at Skagua 
awaiting asteamcr. The Captiun, despite 
his 72 years, made the hard journey in 
as good shape as anyone could, though 
he had the advantage of a broken trail. 

Henry Hyde also came out bringing 
mails under the Beildoe contr:ict, and is 
al l>yea waiting for a steamer. Tiionias 
O'Brien, h'rank Kellerinaii, — Ambolter 
and J. W. McCauly were to have left 
Circle City December 16 with the Alaska 
Commerciai Co.'s mails, and may be ex- 
pected at any time. 

On the night of the !5rd inst., just be- 
fore the steamer started south, there ar- 
rived in Juneau the first party out from 
the far interior of Alaska this winter, 
they left Circle City on the IStli Novem- 
ber, 8toj)pinL' a week at l''orty Mile, two 
weeks at Cloudy ke and a week at various 
other points along the route. The party 
;onipoae<l of 1'. C. Richardson, J. 
.Macondier, A, K. Carr and D, Gillis,and 
they brought with them a coiisignineiit 
of United Stati'^i mail under the Beddoe 
contract. The )>arty had a very ideaeant 
trip out, experiencing no very severe 
weather until this side of the lakes, and 
then only a few days when the thernio- 
moter dro|)ped to -10 degrees below /.cro. 

The ]5arty spent a week at h'orty Mile 
and found the flour supply very short at 
that place, 100 pounds being the greatest 
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roceries

Meat 
is fairly plentiful, however, and there 
will be no sull'ering, though the peojjle 
will be restricted to a carnivorous diet 
through the winter. 

The Thorp party was found at Clon 
dyke. They had killed half their cattle 
at Pelly and the remainder at While 
river, and opposite Clondyke had en- 
countered an ice jam which stopped 
further progress. As soon as the ice 
had hardened sufficiently they disem- 
b.u ked and have sold all their meats at 
prices averaging fifty cents per pound 
for everything edible, while the refuse 
brought ten cents a pound for dog feed. 

On January 1, twenty miles from Pel- 
y, Hugh Day was met with the last 
mails dispatched from this place. He 
!.-vperience<l a very rough trip, being 
greatly delayed by bad weather and was 
entirly out of provisions. The party 
provided him with suHicient to last him 
to Pelly, where ho can secure enough 
for the balance of his journey. 

The party reports tliat the beat claim 
thus far opened up on Bonanza creek, a 
tributary of the Clondyke river which 
flows into the Upper Yukon, ia No. 2L' 
above discovery, which was sold by I'.C. 
Richardson for $6,000, half cash. The 
next best is No. 21 below, .owned by a 
man named Rhodes, wiio is working lour 
men and in the spring will put on all he 
can get at $1 jier hour. Rhodes hail 
taken out some .•flf), 000 or .$20,000 up to 
the time when Mr. Gillis left on Decem- 
ber 20.

The third session of the eeventh iegie- 
Isture of Britisb Columbia was formally 
opened yesterday afternoon, when an ex- 
ceptionally larRO and brilliant assem- 
blage crowded the liiBtoriclittlo building 
that hag eo loiifr been the home of British 
Colimibia'B lawiuakerB, and which will 
BO soon become a thing of the past. In- 
deed, on no previous occasion in the his- 
tory of representative governmentin this 
province has a more iiuuierous or fashon- 
a.ble audiouco gathered for the ceremon- 
ies of the opening, the opportunity be- 
ine also taken advantage of, after t^ie 
adjournment, of inspecting the new 
building^ adjacent — to which it is ex- 
pected the legislature will remove before 
the close of the present session. 

Xot only was tJio lloor of the house 
crowded by tlio opeiiiuf^ day guests, 
ai:iong whom hulies and t;i>iitletiu'ii wuri' 
in about eijual projiortion — but the gal- 
leries, committee rooms and corridors 
were, in addition, paclied witli ititerostcd 
and well-dresacd humanity, and outside 
an overllow of hundreds perforce con-

Provincial Prosperity a Cause for Con- 
gratulation—The Govcrnnieut Progamme 
|for the Session,

"Mr. Si>ffilrr <ind Gentlemen 
[.('gitslative A sue in 1,1 y : 
" I extend my cordial greeting to you 
on tills third session of our seventb par- 
liament, feeling confident that you are 
fully alive to the responBibilitiea of your 
positions, and that you will consider the 
interests of the peoole with the game 
wisdom and thoD^htfulneaa which have 
always characterized your legislative 
labors. 

" It gives me great satisfaction to 
learn that the widespread discovery of 
phenomenal mineral wealth throughout 
the province has attracted capital from 
the great financial centres, and that 
great activity is manifested in the de- 
velopment of our mining industry, as 
evidenced by the large increase of tlie 
public revenue. Notuithstanding that 
the output of coal i.s less than last year, 
from the increaaoil competition in the 
San Francisco market, the value of the 
annual export of minerals of all kinds 
exhibits a very large increase. 

" It gives me pieasur« to notice tiuit 
the timber industry is recovering from 
the depression of the last few years, and 
that there is a reasonable expectation of 
a healthy development of the vast lim- 
l)er resources of the jirovince. 

" Oar products from agriculture have 
Buffered from the long and unueual 
drought of last summer, except where 
irrigation has been in operation, thii.s 
proving the security a.'lorded by that 
useful adjunct to farming. 

" The steps taken for the encourage- 
ment of dairy farming have already been 
productive of satisfactorr resnlts in the 
establishment of several creameries, and 
there is a prospect of others being in 
operation in the near future. 

" I am gratified to find that the board 
of horticulture, assisted by the Fruit 
Growers' Association, iiaa been actively 
and successfully enga(;ed in fostering the 
undoubted resources of- the province for 
profitable fruit growing. 

*' I regret that the sealing industry 1ms 
not been so successful as last year, owing 
to the small catch and low jjrices, and 
the uncertainty existing as to p'fesible 
changes in the regulations which ma 
affect the hunting and killing of seals. 

" The salmon and other lishing in- 
dustries have shown a catcli above the 
average of j)revioua years, and an inte 
eating experiment has been made by the 
Bucceastul introduction of lobsters into 
the waters on the east coast of Van 
couver island. 

" The discovery of our- extensive and 
wonderful resources in minerals calls for 
the consideration of a railway policy 
which will prove adequate to provide 
transportation facilities ^for the develop- 
ment of .the natural wealth which is 
knowpto'ezist, and a measure will be 
submitted to you which will have for ita 
object financial aid in the construction 
of such public works as will tend to the 
l)rofi table development of the resources 
of tile province. 

" The Provincial Board of Health Ihih 
been actively engaged .in attending to 
the sanitary condition of the province, 
and, in view of the lamentable outbreak 
of plague in India, further stepa will be 
taken for careful sanitation. 

" The draft consolidation and revision 
of the statute law of the province, under 
the anspiceB of the learned Chief Justice 
Ol Britieh'Columbini haa-'been complet* ' 



ed, and the result of his labor has been 
submitted for final examination and re- 
vision to a commission consisting of him- 
self and two judges of the Supreme Court 
of British Columbia. 

"It is with pleasure! have to inform you 
that the action brought to test the ques- 
tion of the o.^nership of the precious 
metals in the Island railway grant, aa 
between the province and theEsquimalt 
and Nanaimo Railway company, has Vy 
the Privy Council been decided in favor 
of the province. 

" It ia with deep regret that I ' have 
heard of the acute sulleringa of tbo peo- 
ple of India in consequence of wide- 
spread famine, and I commend for your 
consideration some measure of practical 
pvmpathy through the Indian Famine 
Relief Fund. 

" 1 feel every confidence that your 
ataunce loyalty will prompt you to an 
expression of heartfelt congratulation to 
Her Most Gracious Majesty on her hav- 
ing attained the longest reign of any 
sovereign of England, and tliat you will 
cordially join with the lest of Her Ma- 
jesty's subjects in exi)re8sion8 of devo- 
tion to her crown anil person. 

" Among measures to be suliniitted for 
your consideration during the coming 
session will be : 

"'An Act to amend the Companies 
Act.' " 

" ' An Act for the encouragement of 
Farmers' Institutes.' 

" ' :S.u Act to amend the Lunacv 
Act.' 

" It is gratifying to find that the esti- 
mated revenue fur last year has been 
fully justified. 

" Tbe eatimatea of revenue and expen- 
diture for the ensuing year, to be shortly 
laid before you, will 'be found to be 
framed with dne regard to the exigen- 
cies of the province, in consequence of 
the rapid development of its resources, 
consistent with strict regard to economy 
and the requirementa of the public ser- 
vice. 

'• I congratulate you that in conse- 
(juence of the " Sinking Funtl Adjust 
menl Act," passed last session, the sum 
of $U)6,;ii;; has been transferred to the 
consolidated revenue of the province. 

" With every confidence that your 
labors will be pursued with energy and 
zeal lor the honor and advantage of the 
l)rovince, I now leave you to your delib 
eratione, trusting that the Supreme 
Ruler may direct your efforts."

His Honor's Speech to Be Taken Into Con- 
sideration Wednesday— Air. Sem- 
Un Objects. 



Hie Honor and his brilliant party 
havinj; withdrawn, prayers were rend 
by Rev. Dr. Campbell, the formal reso 
lutions prefucint; the business of the 
session were quickly aisposed of , and the 
Attorney General introduced the first 
bill of the session — which has for its 
object the amendment of the Co-opera- 
tive Associations Act of last year by the 
elimination of sub-section 7 ol section 17 
Tliis passed its first reading, the second 
beiiiK set for the next sitting of the 
house, and the Minister of Finance pre- 
sented the public accounts up to the 
close of June last. 

The Premier then moved that the 
house at ita rising stand adjourned until 
3 o'clock on Wednesday— a former reso- 
lution liaving fixed Wednesday for the 
taking into consideration of His Honor's 
speech. 

To this the leader of the opposition 
objected. He was sorry to see, he said, 
that the business of the country wag to 
be delayed — in other words that the gov 
eminent were not yet ready to goon 
witli the husiness for consideration of 
which the house had been called to- 
gether. The custom of the past had 
been to convene ihe legislature for 
Thursday ami alter the formality of the 
opening to adjourn until tlie following 
Monday. This year there liad been an 
innovation, and lie liad lioped that, 
meeting on a Monday, the government 
would proceed at once with the business 
of the session. 

Hon. Mr. Turner in reply pointed out 
how unfair it would be to exjiect the 
gentlemen who were to move and second 
the reply to prepare themselves for this 
important duty in the short space of 21 
hours, or less, Tiiese addresses were al- 
ways looked upon as among the most 
important of the year, and it was only 
natural to suppose that tlie gentlemeii 
who would make them would want a lit- 
tle time to provide themselves with 
il&tti. This argument was one he felt 
Bure that would commend itself to any 
reasonable man— not that (as the general 
smile interpreted bis remark) that lie 
wished to accuse thehon. leader of tlie 
opposition of being unreasonable. 

Air Heimckea Itad a euggiistion to 
make. While it would be, as the 
I'reinier had said, most unfair to expect 
the mover and seconder uf the reply to 
be ready with their speeches at such 
short notice, if the lion, leader of the o])- 
position was desirous of meeting on 
Tuesday (to-day) bo for one hacl no ob- 
jection. He had in fact a iiuniljer ol 
rL'Holutions prepared already that won 1(1 
keep the house busy for the day, if it 
was thought advisable to meet. 

The hon. member for Victoria city was 
proceeding to outline the nature of "theHO 
iiialtera of prospective legislation when 
reminded by the Speaker that the sub- 
ject before the house was " shall the 
iiouse at its rising stand adjourned until 
Wednesday V" 

" Why, I've no objection," said the 
jovial member for Victoria city as he ru 
sumed his seat, and the motion being 
put was at once declared carried. 

In moving the adjournment. Premier 
Turner expressed regret that it had not 
been i)oa8ible to open the session in the 
magnificent now building nowapproacli- 
ing completion. Six months ago it had 
been thought that this would be possihle 
—even six weeks ago it was believed that 
the legislative hall and necessary com- 
mittee rooms could ho got in readiness 
for use, and it was in the expectation of 
opening in the new buildings that the 
calling of parliament together had been 
a little delayed. It was found at the last 
moment, however, that owing to the 
non-arrival of certain necessary materialB 
in connection with the interior linishing, 
the new building could not be 
uuule ready for use in the lirat 
weeks of tho session, and so the meni- 
bors would be obliged for a short tiuu! 
'onL'cr to put up with tho inconvenient 



year marking the longest reign in British 
history. 

At tho present time only one of tlie 
wiiiga of tho new building was com- 
plete and ready for service — tiiat occu- 
Iiied by the (iueen's I'rinter, ami, teiu- 
porariiy, by the dijpartinent of mines. 
The work under Col. Wolfemlen's direc- 
tion, iio noted in passing, was at the 
jireEcnt time laying for itself— a good 
tiling for such a department of public 
work to have said of it — and the ar- 
rangement of the quarters given u[) to 
his use had been chiefly in tlie hands of 
the Queen's Printer himself. That gen- 
tleman was both proud of and pleased 
with his new home, and the invitation 
was extended t) all the members to in- 
spect the department, on the rising of 
tne house, " from garret to basement,'' 
or vice versa. 

The house then adjourned until Wed- 
nesday, at 2 p.m.

City Council Appoint a Committee 
to Try and Bring About Its 
Establishment. 



School TrnHtces Aslcpd to Reconsi- 
der Their Kstiiiialcs— Ahlernieu 
Want Tlieir Kalaries ■ 



Tlio o'ity council decided last night 
that they would ask the school board to 
somewhat reduce their 1S97 estimates. 
This action was taken on a report from 
the finance committee, which read : 

" Whoroiis, the estiiiiatcd v.'iluo oI'hsscks- 
iil)lo real estate for I lu! current vciir in (lie 
city of Victoria will, in our oiiiuioii, bu lu^s 
thaa last year, and wliiereas, the rupgrt of 
the estiotatea expenditure of the sciiodi 
board ahows ii marked increase in tlic 
teachers' salaries for the present year;"iiiul 
whereas, the employes of the cily have an 
e(iual claim for an increase of wa^es; tliere- 
lore, we recouiineiul that a rescilutidii l)e 
passed tliat in theojiinion of tliis council 
I lie revenue for llic cni teut year iloe.s not 
warrant any ^ucli inerease, ioiil tlii.s Imaril 
resiioctrully rcc|Ucsl I he Koanl m'' m'IiohI 
trusters ti> reeou.^ider tlieir (h'ciMiui, anil 
report at us early a date as possible." 

In siipport of this view Aid. McOnnd- 
less maintained that he did not think 

that this year the people wanted faliirieB 
r.iidotl ami 1hoiif;h the council had no 
Howor to force tlie school trustees to re- 
consider their estimates, a recjueat tliould 
he sent to that eilect. 

Aid, ilcCandlesa seemed to voice the 
feeling of the council for the rejjcrt was 
adopted without opposition. 

The want of further asaittance in the 
(>!;! Men's Home waa brought forward 
I'v a report from tho home committee, 
' . c.omniendiiif; that a female assistant he 
1; reil at rl5 a month, because some of 
Uie inmates of tlie liome were (jiiite 
lielpless, and the caretaticr could give 
them more attention if there was some- 
one wrho could attend to the cleaning and 
other worlc about the place. 

Aid. VigeliuB recom mended that icfi- 
mediate action be talien, as the 
case waa tiruent and Aid. Wilson, 
who, in the absence of Mayor 
Rediern , presided at the council uieet- 
\u'^, said lliat he liad found on visiting 
tho home that tlie cnretal^er at present 
waa badly overworiied. Aid. Ivinauian, 
Stewart and McCandless bore out the 
eliairman's views, and the report was 
forthv.-ith adopted, 

Tlie policemen sent in a petition asking 
that tlieir pay be raised, tbe letter being 
signed by a committee composed of \y. 
ti. Carson, W. P. Allen and George M. 
Perdue. The committee wrote that: 

In their opinion the present ycalo of 
wages for constables (^.'i'.'.SU per month for 
the Hrst six raontlis; ?,i7..')0 per month lor 
tlie second six months; anti $1)2.60 per 
months thereafter), is too low a rate of pay, 
taking into consiileratioii the services ren- 
dered, '[■'he hours of duty average ten per 
day (hiring seven ilavs in tlie week, the 
whole year round, and the f,'reater jiortion 
of that duty is perfurnied at iiiKht. The 
duly of the police i.s more or le.ss Iniza nluiis ; 
lor not 0(jl3' is the cuijstable e.vpused In the 
Violence of tlie lawle.'^s, h;il liN ln-altli is 
placed in creat danger by consiani night 
Avork in such an extremely vuriuble climiile. 
In support of this A\e may state that the 
great amount of sickness prevailing among 
tbe members of the force is mainly attri- 
butable to their exposure ut night. 

The coininitteo further pointed out 
that they hiid faithfully performed their 
duty of i^narding the lives and property 
of citizens as might lie seen by the com- 
paratively few crimes that; have lately 
iieon committed in I lie city, and inci- 
dentnlly referred to the number of not- 
able criminals that had been driven out 
of the city during the year before having 
time to operate. Upwards of .'fdiOOO of 
stolen property had been recovered dur- 
ing the year, about 00 per cent, of the 
total amount reported. The committee 
aslced that the scale of v\apes paid for 
188G to 1889 be adopted, viz. : $(;o per 
month for tbe first year, .<(!.') per month 
for the second year, and ,*70 per month 
thereafter — pay that tho comuifltee con- 
sidered fair and reasonable. 

This petition was, without any de- 
bate, laid over to be considered with the 
estimates. 

Mr. T. B. Hall has been appointed by 
the provincial goveriimect as license 
coininissioner in place of Dr. Powell, re- 
signed. Tliis information wils received 
hy thi! council m a letter from tlio Pro- 
vincial Secretary. 

Jteports were adopted from tho print- 
ing committee recommending that T. R. 
Cusack be awartied the contract for 
printing the annual repora at ^1.10 a 
page; and from the Orphans' Home 
committee. Riving the contract for au])- 
pl^ing undercloihea to M. J. Pearson ; 
milk, Mrs. Mary L. Hooper; meat, L. 
Goodacro; bread, 0, Dickinson; and 
grnceriea, Di.Ki 11. I^osa it Co. 

Tho old conijilnint about tlie city not 
moving btick the St. John's church 
fence from Herald street coming iiii, 

Alil. Partridge and JlcCandless were 
of opinion thut it ought to have been 
settled long ago, and accordingly it was 
referred to tho atreots committee to act. 

Aid. Partridge presented his resolution 
for the appointment of a committee to 
take steps towtirds bringing about some 
plan fcjr providing an Admiralty house 
at I'lsciuimait, and, while Aid, Harrison 
was willing to pay sonietliinn towards it 
he could not see how tho city could stand 
the whole expenee. 

This led Aid. McCandlesa to point out 
liow advantapeona the presence of the 
navy was to Victoria, and to explain, 
moreover, that it was hoped the govern- 
ment would assist in the sclienio. 

Upon this Aid. Harrison withdrew his 
objection and the motion passed,- Aid. 
Partridge, Kinsman and McCandless be- 
ing appointed thoccmmitteo. 

In his montiily report to (ho council, 
Chief iJeusy ol the fire department 8tat(!d 
that it was not compulsory for tho call 
men to sleeji at the engine houses, and 
that ten of iheso call men live so far 
from thu lite halls that Ihoy cannot 
reach a fire in the busiueas centiewithi 



the apparatus during the night or at 
meal times. 

This report waa referred to tho tiro 
wardens, Aid. McCandless saying tliat it 
would be poaaible to frame rules to got 
over the difScolty mentioned by tho 
chief. 

The formal motion authorizing the 
mayor to affix the city aeal to tbe settle- 
ment of the difBculty with Walkley, 
King & Casey on the waterworks extraa 
was passed, and the city auditor being 
appointed to audit the school trustees' 
books. 

One of the important sulijeels to come 
liefore the meeting was the report of the 
city engineer as to the best method of 
staying tlio encroachments of tbe sea on 
the Dallas road. 

Mr. Wiluiot suggested that the best plan 
would lie loeunstrnct ti wall of drv rubble 
niasiinry, the wall to he I'aecil willi stone, 
say two l'eel in depth of bed bucked and 
with hand laid stone hlling; tbe top of the 
wall to be about 5 feet above high water 
murk; the face to batter at a slope of about 
to 1 from the top of the wall to high 
water, and then about 1'-, to 1 until the top 
reaches a llriu Inundation, say 2 feet helow 
the surl'ae.f of tile clay t hat underlies the 
sand and f:ravt/l on tbe l)eaeb.

Harrison's motion that the alder- 
men's siilaries should bedonea\yav wit h, 
idthough the mover sjioke strongly in 
favor of his motion, saying that he diil 
not think llie aldermen wanted any ilO 
cents a day pay. 

Aid. Partridge did not believe that 
Aid. Harrison expected the motion to 
pass, and Aid. ' McOandlesB aaid that 
even with hia salary he would by pre- 
sent indications be out of pocket at the 
end of the year. Only Aid. Harrison 
and McGregor voted for tlie motion, and 
the council adjourned after finally pas- 
sing the amended tr.unway regulatione.

The pbblic accounta for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1890, were laid before the 
legislature yesterday, and furnish an un- 
answerable argument as to the prosperity 
and progress of the province. The balance 
sheet as per treasury accounts at the 
close of June last, showa total liabilities 
of .1:6,469,708.30, which'" is !i!4,088,291.39 
over aaaeta. These latter include $5S3,- 
021.40 in the hands of the Dominion 
government under section 2 of the 
terms of union; !f-101,277.3'J on 
special deposit and .'fi)r),028.77 on ac- 
count current wi th the Bank of Britiab 
Columbia; $li;j,H.S7.-l}, sinking fund 
loans on deposit and inveHtnient ; $8,- 
U02.f)0 duo as a refund from the Do- 
minion government, money paid Ivinip- 
ple & Morris and" William Bennett, and 
due from the Feileral government under 
■17 Vic, chap. M; if 15,525.33 advanced 
to the farmers of the Kraaer for seed in 
1805; $647,072 mortgage account Nnkusp 
it Slocan railway; $21,225, interest paid 
on the Victoria & Sidney railway bonds ; 
and !J24,287.65, amount paid for interest 
on the bonds of the Shuewap & Okan- 
agan railway in exceaa of the Dominion 
subsidy and" net earninga.

Substantial Prosperity of the Province As 
Evidenced by the Provincial 
Receipts. 

Tho revenue of the province of 18'.)5-',)i; 
not only shows a substantial increase 
from the previous fiscal year, ,'i;',l7l),til7.10 
in contrast with $87<i,',IU>S.4-l, hut iiujuiry 
into the origin of these receipts discloses 
additional cause for congratulation, the 
items of increase denoting tlie develop- 
ment of the important resources of Brit- 
ish Columbia upon a scale of magnitude 
undreamt of ft few years ago. For ex- 
ample, land sales sliow a total of :i:G4,0O3.- 
(12 as against $25,8X0.30, indicating the 
rapid strides setlleuicnt is making in all 
parts of the country ; while tlie growtli 
of rcceiots from free miners' certificates 
and mining generally, from .$72,837.58 in 
lSlM-5 to $131,591,-13 in 1895-0, tells but 
imperfectly the tale of Kootenay's com- 
ing into prominence, and of tho steady 
devtdopment of the other minerid sections 
of tho province. And next year will 
have an even more impressive talc to 
tell of the development of this, the great 
industry of the province. Timber royal- 
ties and licenses have this hscal twelve 
months produced $31,511.12 (in contrast 
with $16,681.09) ; the revenue from 
licenses baa grown from $32,050. -19 to 
$H, 130.00; while the printing oflice re- 
turns .$11,190.47 to the treasury, where

DEEDS OF A HERO. 

How Jim Henisworth Saved the Lives of 
Two Miners and Was Seriously 
Injured. 

Kossi,.\.si), Feb. S.— (Special) — By an 
act of heroism Jim Heinsworlli saved 
the lives of two miners working in the 
Young America 100-foot shaft on 
Sunday. They had filled the iron 
bucket with ore and it \va8 with- 
in twenty feet ot the surface with 
Henisworth turning the crank when it 
broke at the elbow and knocked him 
down. The cogs failed to hold the load 
and the bucket was rapidly descending 
on the heads of the unconscious 
minere when Hemsworth threw himself 
on the reel and blocked the machinery 
by thrusting his arm in the wheels. 
It waa horribly lacerated and amputa- 
tion may be 'necessary, but the miners in 
the shaft were saved. The foreman 
blocked tho wheels and released Hems- 
worth's arm in a few moments. When 
asked if he waa much hurt, he replied: 

" 1) tho difference so long as 1 saved 

the boys."
